A.  E.  Kunderd  is  my  father.  His  life  was  spent  de¬ 
veloping  gladioli  strains  that  are  now  known  in  all  parts 
of  the  civilized  world  as  his  creations.

Another  idea  which  developed  in  my  mind  over  a 
period  of  years  was  that  the  majority  of  gladioli  lovers 
were  people  in  ordinary  circumstances  like  myself  and 
it  certainly  was  a  shame  to  keep  such  beautiful  flowers 
out  of  the  reach  of  these  men  and  women.  This  is  my 
reason  for  pricing  the  finest  at  from  5c  to  25c  per  bulb. 


I  have  had  lots  of  opposition  to  my  plan,  but  have  de¬ 
cided  to  go  through  with  it  and  prove  that  I  am  right.

Every  order  will  receive  a  full  measure  of  personal 
interest  so  as  to  be  sure  that  each  customer  receives  all 
that  is  expected  and  then  some.  Many  other  things  that 
will  help  serve  the  customer  in  the  best  way  possible 
are  constantly  kept  in  mind. 

Twenty-eight  years  of  actual  experience  in  the  grow¬ 
ing  of  gladioli  for  my  father,  A.  E.  Kunderd,  Goshen, 
Indiana,  and  four  years  growing  gladioli  for  myself,  put 
me  in  a  position  to  intelligently  take  care  of  the  gladioli 
needs  of  my  customers.
